The drawings are objected to because Figure 1 contains only black boxes with 
no labeling, as required. Boxes 2,4,6,8,10,12,14 should be labeled in accordance with 
their functions.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Inoue et al, 6,078,024, in view of Oehring et al, 6,237,675. 

Inoue et al teach the claimed subject matter including a seat heater and a seat cooler or 
ventilator, but does not teach use of an outdoor temperature sensor to determine the 
on/off of both the heater and cooler. The patent to Oehring et al is applied for teaching 
the same as conventional. Paragraph 9 in the invention summary defines a second 
outside temperature sensor as part of the control algorithm to control the heating and 
cooling. Paragraphs 20-29 define use of the target temperature, which includes the 
outdoor temperature, to define the set or threshold temperature for the heating and 
cooling control, as claimed and use of the same leads to efficient and comfortable 
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temperature control for the seat. In view of this teaching it would have been obvious to 
modify the Inoue et al system to use the outside temperature in the control scheme, to 
effect a more efficient and comfortable cooling for the vehicle occupants. Use of specific 
target temperatures such as set forth in claim 3 is considered a matter of design 
dependent on undisclosed parameters such as the region the vehicle is used in and 
does not comprise patentable merit. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach the claimed temperature adjustment using 
the defined thresholds, as set forth.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. In view of Applicants remarks and the 
certified copy of the foreign priority submitted, the rejection under patent 6,541 ,737 has 
been withdrawn.
